The Redwood Valley Water District may 
have to reduce by half its withdrawals from 
Lake Mendocino next month because the low 
lake level has triggered a term of its agreement 
with the Sonoma County Water Agency. 

According to the agreement, if the level of 
the lake drops below 30,000 acre-feet after 
Oct. 31, the district is required to cut its with- 
drawals to 50 percent of the average withdraw- 
al for that month for the previous three years.

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Woman found dead in Fort Bragg home 


Death considered suspicious

The Mendocino County Sheriff’s Office is inves- 
tigating the death of a Fort Bragg resident found 
dead in a house on Simpson Lane Wednesday morn- 


ing. 


According to sheriff’s reports, deputies went to 
the house to check on the welfare of a woman who 


had been reported missing.

They noticed the door of the house was open and 
went inside, where they found the dead woman in a 


Also in the house were two men, who were later 
determined to be the woman’s roommates. 

The death was determined to be suspicious, and 
the men were detained and interviewed by sheriff’s 


Sheriff’s Lt. Rusty Noe said the death appeared 
suspicious because of the circumstances and because 


neither of the men in the house said they knew the 
woman was dead. 

Noe said he did not know how long the woman 
had been dead. 

The case remains under investigation, and the 
name of the woman is being withheld until her fam- 
ily can be notified. 

An autopsy has been scheduled for today to deter- 
mine the cause of death.

According to the Army 
Corps of Engineers, the level 
of Lake Mendocino was at 
29,925 acre-feet Tuesday, the 
lowest the level has been since 
2002, when the water level 
reached 25,186 acre-feet, 
according to the SCWA. 


RVWD General Manager 
Bill Koehler said the water 
district received a letter 
Tuesday from the SCWA noti- 
fying it that the conservation 
term had been triggered. 


The terms require that the 
board cut back to 30 acre-feet 
of water for the month of 
December. 

“It’s not quite as dramatic 
as it sounds,” Koehler said. 

The board has already cut 
back water use by 30 percent 
voluntarily. 

The board will be holding a 
special meeting at 3:30 p.m. 
today at the water district 
office to discuss possible 
actions, one of which could be 
declaring a water emergency 
in Redwood Valley, Koehler 
said. 


If it does, Redwood Valley 
would be the first water 
agency in Mendocino County 
to do so. 

If the water board declares 
an emergency, Koehler said it 
will have a publicly noticed 
meeting for comment within 
seven days of the decision. 

He said the board could 
also throw itself on the mercy 
of the State Water Resources

Control Board, which might 
be able to get more water 
released through the Potter 
Valley Project and into the 
lake. 

“Tf a little more water came 
in through the tunnel, a little 
more stayed in the lake, and 
we got a little rain, we would 
bounce back above 30,000 
acre-feet,” Koehler said. 

Earlier this year, the 
Federal Energy Regulatory 


Gas and Electric to reduce the 
amount of water diverted out 
of the Eel River, through the 
Potter Valley Project and into 
the lake by 30 percent or risk 
violating its license. 

The loss of 30 percent of 
the water flowing through the 
Potter Valley Project, along 
with a dry winter, has been 
blamed for the low level of 
Lake Mendocino. 


Mendocino County Water 
Agency General Manager 
Roland Sanford said this has 
not been an extremely dry 
year and the amount of rain 
alone does not explain the 
lake level. 

The SCWA announced 
Wednesday that it was dis- 
patching biologists to survey 
breeding sites on the Russian 
River and may reduce the 
flow of water out of the lake, 


pending the result of those 
surveys. 

“We need to retain as much 
water as we can so it can be 
available to keep the river 
flowing for fish and supply 
local communities until the 
rains come,” said SCWA 
Deputy Chief Engineer Pam 
Jeane.

6,000 Sunnis join security pact with U.S. 
in ‘last gateway’ for fleeing militants 


HAWIJA, Iraq (AP) — Nearly 6,000 Sunni Arab residents 
joined a security pact with American forces Wednesday in what 
U.S. officers described as a critical step in plugging the remain- 
ing escape routes for extremists flushed from former strong- 
holds. The new alliance — called the single largest single vol- 
unteer mobilization since the war began — covers the “last 
gateway” for groups such as al-Qaida in Iraq seeking new 
havens in northern Iraq, U.S. military officials said. 

U.S. commanders have tried to build a ring around insur- 
gents who fled military offensives launched earlier this year in 
the western Anbar province and later into Baghdad and sur- 
rounding areas. In many places, the U.S.-led battles were given 
key help from tribal militias mainly Sunnis — that had 
turned again al-Qaida and other groups. 

Extremists have sought new footholds in northern areas once 
loyal to Saddam Hussein’s Baath party as the U.S.-led gains 
have mounted across central regions. But their ability to strike 
near the capital remains. 

A woman wearing an explosive-rigged belt blew herself up 
near an American patrol near Baqouba, about 35 miles north- 
east of Baghdad, the military announced Wednesday. The blast 
on Tuesday — a rare attack by a female suicide bomber — 
wounded seven U.S. troops and five Iraqis, the statement said. 


Bush commits to Mideast peace process 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Bush told the leaders of 
Israel and the Palestinian territories on Wednesday he is per- 
sonally committed to their mission of peace, urging them to 
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stick with it and not lose sight of their goal. 

Bush met separately with Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas and Israeli Prime Minister Ehud Olmert at the White 
House, and then with the two men jointly before the trio 
emerged for a presidential sendoff from the Rose Garden. The 
stagecraft capped three days of U.S.-sponsored diplomacy cen- 
tered around an international Mideast peace conference held 
Tuesday in Annapolis, Md. 

“No matter how important yesterday was, it’s not nearly as 
important as tomorrow and the days beyond,” Bush said, with 
Olmert on one side and Abbas on the other. 


Stocks soar, Dow gets biggest 2-day gain 
in 5 years as hopes grow for a rate cut 


NEW YORK (AP) — Wall Street barreled higher Wednesday 
for the second day in a row, giving the Dow Jones industrial 
average its biggest two-day point gain in five years after a 
Federal Reserve official hinted that the central bank may lower 
interest rates again. 

Investors’ renewed hopes for a rate cut added to their relief 
that companies that made losing bets on subprime mortgages, 
such as Citigroup Inc. and Freddie Mac, are coming up with 
ways to raise cash. The market was clearly optimistic that at 
least some of the damage from the months-long credit crisis 
was finally being mitigated. 

However, Wall Street has been fickle in recent months, with 
the Dow often rising and falling by triple digits, and no one is 
betting that the mortgage crisis that tripped up the nation’s 
financial industry this year is over.

Marijuana case 
to be passed to state 


To the Editor: 

In a letter to the editor published in the 
Sunday, Nov. 25 edition of the Ukiah Daily 
Journal, Tim Bradford raised questions 
about the handling of a marijuana cultiva- 
tion case, which involves an employee of 
the District Attorney’s Office. In particular 
Mr. Bradford questioned why the suspect 
was not arrested. 

Under California law, a law enforcement 
agency generally has broad discretion on 
whether or not to make an arrest, even 
when the crime alleged is a felony. Factors 
to be considered include whether or not the 
person presents a danger to others, is likely 
to resume the criminal behavior, or flee 
from prosecution. In this case the suspect is 
an established member of the community 
and a 20-year-plus employee of the County. 
Given the totality of the circumstances, 
including the suspect’s cooperation during 
the investigation, and the vagaries created 
by our voter approved medical marijuana 
laws (which Mr. Bradford himself pointed 
out) a decision was made that an arrest was 
not warranted. This practice is the same for 
other suspects with similar circumstances 
and background. The employee received no 
special treatment. 

The investigation was submitted to the 
District Attorney’s Office with a request for 
a criminal complaint. To avoid the appear- 
ance of the very improprieties Mr. Bradford 
suggested, the District Attorney’s Office 
has, in turn, referred the case to the Office 
of the California Attorney General. 

As your Sheriff and District Attorney, 
we agree that illegal marijuana growers, 
including those who falsely claim to be 
medical patients or caregivers, have had a 
negative effect on life in this county. We 
want to assure you that our offices will 
continue to investigate and prosecute these 
cases. 

Your insinuation that your District 
Attorney and Sheriff are receiving second 
incomes from the marijuana growers is 
both untrue and unfair. We are sworn to 
uphold the law, and that is exactly what we 
are doing. California’s medical marijuana 
law presents unique and difficult challenges 
for law enforcement and prosecutors, but it 
is the law nonetheless. As Sheriff and 
District Attorney, we have expended con- 
siderable time and effort trying to chart a 
course that balances the rights of medical 
marijuana patients and caregivers with the 
legitimate public safety issues surrounding 
this drug. 

Our doors are open and our phone num- 
bers are listed. If Mr. Bradford’s motive 
was to publicly express his frustration with 
our medical marijuana laws, then the 
Letters to the Editor page is one place to do 
it. But before attacking the credibility of 
your elected law enforcement officials or 
our employees, give us the courtesy of a 
call. At the very least you’ll come away 
armed with more information, and you’ll 
get it faster than by us exchanging letters to 
the editor.

We’re glad to know that the California 
Transportation Department is initiating a 
study of the high rate of fatalities on a 3.5- 
mile stretch of Highway 20 that seems to be 
an accident magnet. 

Last week another person was killed in a 
head-on collision on that stretch and 
Caltrans figures show that accidents along 
that stretch of road have resulted in twice the 
average number of fatalities normal for a 
two-lane rural road of its type and terrain. 

Caltrans’ investigation may show that the 
problem is speeding. We suspect that is a 
large part of the problem. Highway 20 is one 
of those roads carrying people from one 
major highway to another. Used to the 
speeds on either Interstate 5 or Highway 
101, drivers heading between them on 
Highway 20 are usually going too fast. Also, 
on a curvy road like Highway 20, people 
tend to speed up when they hit a straight 
stretch.

Suspension for 
retailers, which can be for up to three 
years. The overall cost to retailers is tens of 
thousands of dollars, as well as reductions 
of employee hours, who did nothing 
wrong; lost sales for suppliers, who did 
nothing wrong; and lastly you, the tobacco 
users, who did nothing wrong, get to burn 
more gas and time to buy a legal product. 

This lawsuit against the Mendocino 
County Board of Supervisors, and their 
unconstitutional law continues.

Lessons for 


Democrats 


Kevin Rudd, Australia’s new prime minister, com- 
bines iron discipline with a puckish sense of humor, 
political toughness with a reflective spiritual side, and 
a youthful disposition with an old pro’s skill at divin- 
ing where a majority lies. 

The triumph of Rudd and his Australian Labor 
Party holds lessons for Democrats and other center- 
left parties. John Howard, the conservative incumbent 
swept from power after 11 years in office, had 
presided over record prosperity. For the first time in 
the country’s history, wrote Peter Hartcher in the 
Sydney Morning Herald, a government was tossed out 
in unambiguously strong economic times. 

Until Saturday’s vote, Labor had lost four elections 
in a row. One young Labor politician I spoke with dur- 
ing a visit to Australia this summer worried whether 
her party would have any future if it lost a fifth time. 
As it happens, Labor under Rudd won its largest share 
of the vote in 60 years. Howard lost his own seat in a 
rout that saw Labor go from 60 seats to about 86 seats 
(some races are still close) in the 150-member House 
of Representatives. 

Rudd built on a strong reaction against Howard’s 
new workplace laws curtailing the rights of workers 
and unions. Labor won a swath of seats in the far sub- 
urbs of the big metropolitan areas where younger two- 
income families flourish but also struggle with rising 
mortgage rates and the work-family-community time 
crunch. 

But it is the success of the 50-year-old Rudd in 
drawing a generational line across the Australian elec- 
torate that could be adopted elsewhere, particularly in 
countries like ours where young people are frustrated 
with replays of old battles. He overwhelmed the 68- 
year-old Howard among voters under 30, beat him 
among those aged 30 to 50, and ran even or slightly 
behind among voters over 50. 

Everything Rudd did cast the election as a choice 
between the past and the future, the old and the new, 
the tired and the fresh, all embodied in his core slo- 
gans, “New Leadership” and “Fresh Ideas.” The issues 
he emphasized -- the need for action against global 
warming, an “education revolution” to make Australia 
“the best educated country in the world,” and a pledge 
to bring broadband technology to the entire nation -- 
reinforced his resolutely up-to-date aura. 

Environmentalism mattered in this election. 
Howard suffered from his close alignment with the 
Bush administration on global warming, and 
Australia’s Green Party, with 7.6 percent of the vote, 
played a role in Labor’s victory. 

Under Australia’s election system, voters rank can- 
didates in order of preference. If no candidate gets a 
majority on the basis of first preferences, the winner is 
determined by redistributing ballots cast for minor 
parties on the basis of second preferences. Green bal- 
lots went heavily to Labor. 

Rudd’s balancing act provides a model for center- 
left parties that also points to the tensions they con- 
front once in power. Rudd won as a self-described 
“economic conservative” who would tightly manage 
the nation’s budget. But he also won thanks to an acti- 
vated trade union movement fighting for its life in 
seeking to overthrow Howard’s workplace rules. 

While Rudd’s centrism wooed swing voters, new 
political energies were unleashed through innovative 
organizing efforts on the left. The unions’ “Your 
Rights At Work” campaign mobilized especially the 
middle- and working-class neighborhoods where 
Howard had done well in the past. A Web-based group 
called “Get Up!” organized young progressives. 

The efforts paid off. Kristina Keneally, a minister in 
the Labor state government in New South Wales, said 
that in Howard’s own district of Bennelong, “some 
polling places had over 50 volunteers between Labor, 
Get Up and Your Rights at Work.” Rudd has to keep 
his core promises to the unions and his pledges of eco- 
nomic sobriety to middle-of-the-road voters -- and not 
disappoint either. 

I saw Rudd this summer as his media maestros 
were beginning to push the party’s leader-focused 
“Kevin0O7” campaign. Rudd was characteristically 
self-deprecating and a bit abashed about the narcis- 
sism of it all. But he knew exactly what he was doing. 
With the opposition in tatters and his own party grate- 
ful for victory, Rudd has earned great personal author- 
ity at the end of a very personal campaign. 

One other thing: Rudd is resolutely pro-American, 
but he will also be able to speak to China’s leaders in 
fluent Mandarin. You wonder if that’s about the future 
too. 

Rudd relied on youth, moderation and the voters’ 
exhaustion with the ideological categories of the past. 
But he also needed the passion of activists determined 
to end a long conservative era. Sound familiar?

High angle 


Were you take a photo from 
can determine the simplicity 
or depth factor. A high angle is 
taken from above.

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Patriots, Dolphins mark first time since 1984 
that NFL has 11-0 and 0-11 teams

Even Bill Belichick is having a hard 
time ignoring the attention on his New 
England Patriots as they get ever clos- 
er to the NFL’s first perfect season in 
35 years. 

“I don’t care what everybody else 
thinks,” he snarled this week after first 
suggesting that no one cared except 
the reporters asking the questions. 

“T can tell you what this team 
thinks. Right now we’re thinking 
about getting ready for Baltimore. 
That’s how we approach the game. I 
can’t tell you what anybody else 
thinks. I don’t care what everybody 


else thinks. It doesn’t make any differ- 
ence.” 

It sure does, though, to the Miami 
Dolphins — for a couple of reasons. 

New England is 11-0 on the way to 
16-0 — or 19-0, the record if it wins 
out through the Super Bowl. That 
would make the Patriots the NFL’s 
first unbeaten team since the 1972 
Dolphins went 14-0 in the regular sea- 
son and 17-0 overall, beating 
Washington in the Super Bowl. 

Now, that same Miami franchise is 
at the opposite end in this season of 
extremes, only the third time in the 
NFL’s 88 seasons that there have been 
11-0 and 0-11 teams at the same time. 


In 1984, Miami was 11-0 on the 
way to a 14-2 record and Super Bowl 
trip with Dan Marino setting passing 
records that wouldn’t be broken for 
two decades. The 0-11 team was 
Buffalo, which finished 2-14, setting 
the stage for a housecleaning that 
brought in an administration led by 
Bill Polian and Marv Levy. All they 
would do is get the Bills to four 
straight Super Bowls from 1990-93. 

The only other time it happened 
was 1942, when Chicago was 11-0 and 
Detroit 0-11. 

Most of the focus this time is on the 
Patriots. 

They were caught in the first game 


of the season illegally taping the New 
York Jets’ defensive signals. Belichick 
was fined $500,000, the team was 
fined $250,000, and the Patriots lost 
their first-round draft choice in 2008. 

The Patriots already are a mini- 
dynasty, winning Super Bowls after 
the 2001, 2003 and 2004 seasons and 
reaching the AFC championship game 
last year before blowing a 21-3 lead 
and losing 38-34 to Indianapolis. 

The Patriots then filled their biggest 
hole with three standout wide 
receivers, including Randy Moss, who 
was obtained for a fourth-round pick 
from Oakland, where he was hurt and

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With Russell still waiting, Raiders get little 
production out of rookie class

ALAMEDA (AP) — Finishing with 
the worst record in the NFL usually 
gives a team one benefit: picking first 
in each round of the next year’s draft. 

Despite that advantage, the Oakland 
Raiders have gotten little production 
from their draft picks this season. 

No. 1 overall pick JaMarcus Russell 
has yet to take the field for a single 
snap after missing training camp in a 
contract dispute; two players have 
been sidelined all season with injuries; 
two other picks didn’t make the team 
and one hasn’t played at all. 

Other than their second-round pick 
used on tight end Zach Miller and the 
fifth-rounder used to select defensive 
end Jay Richardson, the Raiders have 
gotten almost no production from their 
draftees. 

“If everything was perfect, you’d 
expect to see more production out of 
guys, but there are variables which go 
into it with JaMarcus getting here 
late,” coach Lane Kiffin said. 


Russell missed all of training camp 
in a contract dis- 
pute and the 
Raiders have yet 
to see any divi- 
dends from the 
$29 million in 
guarantees they 
gave the former 
LSU star. He has 
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worked mostly Broncos at 
with the scout Raiders 

team and in extra aa 
practice sessions, Radio: 560 AM 


but could play 
sometime in the 
final five games. 

Kiffin said he would first use 
Russell as a reserve for a few series 
with a limited playbook. That could 
happen this week against Denver, 
although Kiffin has not said who will 
be the backup. 

“I haven’t been told anything,” 
Russell said. “I'll continue to do what 
I do every week.” 

Russell is patiently learning from 


veterans like Daunte Culpepper, who 
was signed over the summer when 
Russell didn’t report. Culpepper has 
worked closely with the rookie whose 
size and strength have drawn compar- 
isons with the veteran. 

“I’m excited to see him get a chance 
to play,” Culpepper said. “Obviously 
they’re going to try to work him in so 
that’s fine with me. The number one 
goal for all of us is to win the game.” 

Used more as a blocker earlier this 
season, Miller’s production has been 
limited. Still, he has 28 catches for 255 
yards and one touchdown, one recep- 
tion behind Chicago’s Greg Olsen for 
most among rookie tight ends. 

Miller has 11 catches for 114 yards 
the last three games as he has become 
a bigger part of the passing game. His 
28-yard catch last week in Kansas City 
helped set up the winning score and 
was his longest reception of the sea- 
son. 

“I just haven’t really gotten many 
balls deep,” Miller said. “I got one last 
game. Hopefully more will come. I 


think I can be a downhill receiver, 
especially in play action, where things 
can open up a lot for a tight end.” 

Richardson has started seven 
games, providing a good spark on a 
defensive line that has been hard hit 
with injuries. 

The only other draft pick to make 
any sort of contribution is fullback 
Oren O’Neal, a sixth-round pick who 
has excelled at times as a blocking 
back. 

“He is just so physical every snap 
that he is a force to be reckoned with,” 
Kiffin said. “When you are in a run- 
ning mode that we get in in most of 
our games, that fullback is really 
important because we run behind him 
a lot.” 

The other picks have been mostly 
busts or projects. 

With the top pick in the third round, 
Oakland drafted defensive end 
Quentin Moses, who became the high- 
est draft pick to be cut at the end of

more, Missouri’s campus 
embraces football success

COLUMBIA, Mo. 
There’s a cry of “We’re No. 1” 
on campus, and it has nothing 
to do with Missouri’s 
renowned journalism school. 

A football team reduced to 
mediocrity for decades now 
flirts with a chance at the 
national title. The success on 
the field seems contagious. 

The admissions office 
reports a 20 percent increase 
in undergraduate applications. 
Development officers find 
donors more receptive to 
opening their wallets. The 
alumni association hears from 
forgotten graduates eager to 
reconnect with their alma 
mater. 

“This is uncharted territo- 
ry,” said Barbara Rupp, 
admissions director at a 
school still referred to by 
many in the state by its 


regional designation, the 
University of Missouri- 
Columbia. 


This football designation is 
downright startling. Missouri 
has an 11-1 record and is No. 
1 in both The Associated Press 
and BCS polls after defeating 
archrival Kansas last week to 
win the Big 12 North and earn 
a trip to the conference cham- 
pionship game in San Antonio 
on Saturday. 

A victory over No. 9 
Oklahoma, the only team to 
beat Missouri this season, 
would earn the Tigers a trip to 
the BCS championship game 
on Jan. 7 in New Orleans. 

Rupp cautioned that it’s 
difficult to determine whether 
the surge in interest by high 
school seniors is tied to the 
football team. 

Admissions officers, econ- 
omists and other researchers 
have wondered about that 
question since at least 1984. 
That’s when Doug Flutie’s 
desperation heave sent Boston 
College to a riveting victory 
over Miami a day after 
Thanksgiving. 

The dramatics supposedly 
led to a large increase in appli- 
cations at Boston College the 
next year, but the long-term 
influence on other aspects of 


college life — coined the 
Flutie effect — is still debat- 
ed. 

Still, there’s no doubt the 
Missouri campus is reveling 
over its moment in the spot- 
light. There has not been this 
kind of success since coach- 
ing great Dan Devine roamed 
the sidelines four decades ago. 

Across the country, alumni 
in far-flung cities such as 
Miami, Phoenix, Seattle and 
Los Angeles gathered en 
masse to watch the 36-28 
defeat of Kansas — then 
ranked No. 2 — in one of col- 
lege football’s oldest rivalries. 

More than 300 Tiger faith- 
ful attended the Los Angeles 
watch party, with an addition- 
al 100-plus cheering in 
Phoenix, said Todd 
McCubbin, executive director 
of the Missouri Alumni 
Association. 

“We’re hearing that wave 
across the country,” he said. 
“It’s happened throughout the 
season, but now it’s really 
building to a crescendo.” 

Campus fundraisers are 
also taking advantage of 
Missouri’s newfound football 
prowess. While it’s still too 
early to directly link any hefty 
donations to the surprising 
season, administrators say the 
winning climate certainly 
helps cultivate donors. 

“Being No. 1 in football is 
great for fundraising,” said 
Beth Hammock, the school’s 
director of development exter- 
nal relations. “Everybody’s 
excited when they hear a 
Mizzou person on the phone.” 

School spokesman 
Christian Basi put it more 
bluntly: “When people feel 
happy, they send money.” 

On Wednesday, the campus 
buzz surrounded the release of 
this week’s Sports Ilustrated, 
featuring quarterback and 
Heisman Trophy contender 
Chase Daniel on the cover. 

Students snapped up the 
magazine from the campus 
bookstore, which ordered 
1,200 copies — more than 
100 times its typical weekly 
allotment. The big order even 
eclipsed the store’s usual best- 
seller, Cosmopolitan maga- 
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zine, which sells 500 copies 
each week. 

At the journalism school, 
the nation’s oldest and 
approaching its 100th 
anniversary, faculty have long 
been accustomed to interest 
from students and profession- 
als across the country and the 
world. 

Yet when Brian Brooks, 
associate dean and professor, 
fields calls from prospective 
students and their parents 
these days, football invariably 
becomes part of the discus- 
sion. After 33 years on the 
faculty, that’s a first, he said. 

“This year, none of those 
conversations end without the 
football team coming up,” he 
said. “And I’m not the one 
bringing it up.” 

Rupp, the admissions 
director, said football allows 
academic recruiters to “get a 
foot in the door” and sell the 
university’s other attributes. 
Even before this year, campus 
enrollment at the 28,000-stu- 
dent school has steadily 
increased at a clip of 2 percent 
to 5 percent annually. 

She added that Missouri’s 
success at attracting “high- 
ability” students — those 
scoring 30 or higher on the 
ACT college entrance exam 
— extends well beyond any 
perceived spillover from 
sports. This year, applications 
from that coveted demograph- 
ic have increased 90 percent, 
Rupp said. 

“Those kind of students 
don’t choose their university 
based just on the success of 
the football team,” she said. 
“We know they’re looking at 
us for all those other reasons.” 

At Poplar Bluff High 
School in the southeast part of 
the state, senior class coun- 
selor Lucy Wheeler offered a 
similar assessment of her best 
and brightest: Football wins 
may make for great school 
spirit, but selecting a college 
involves more substantive 
decisions. 

“My students have always 
been interested in Mizzou,” 
she said. “I wouldn’t say the 
football team has one iota of 
influence. It’s our state 
school.”

Henderson was active for the 
first time last week, but did 
not see any action.

The Raiders had been hop- 
ing for big things from fourth- 
round pick Michael Bush, a 
potential first-rounder who 
dropped after breaking his leg 
in last year’s season opener 
for Louisville. But Bush’s 
progress back was slow and 
the Raiders have kept him on 
the physically unable to per- 
form list. 

Seventh-round pick 
Jonathan Holland, a receiver 
from Louisiana Tech, was 
hurt during minicamp and has 
been sidelined all season. 

Oakland’s other fourth- 
round pick came in the trade 
that sent Randy Moss to New 
England. While Moss has 71 
catches for 1,095 yards and 
16 touchdowns, cornerback 
John Bowie has played in 
only one game, getting time 
on special teams against 
Chicago earlier this month. 

Oakland’s other fifth- 
round pick, Eric Frampton, 
was cut before the season and 
is now playing in Minnesota.

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Niners RB Gore plays through a 
new pain after Taylor’s death

SANTA CLARA — Frank 
Gore has plenty of reasons to 
feel battered this season. 

The pain in his injured 
ankle and the hurt from the 
San Francisco 49ers’ disap-

purpose and patience, believ- 
ing he can persevere through 
any setback. Gore’s faith was 
rewarded in a remarkable 
game against the Arizona 
Cardinals on Sunday — and 
tested again one day later, 
when Taylor was shot. 

“Miami, it’s a tough city,” 
said Gore, who knows South 
Florida’s mean streets well. 
“A lot of people are jealous of 
guys who’ve got better stuff 
than them. I’ve thought about 
it when I go back to see my 
family and my kids. I’ve got 
to be careful.” 

Gore had known Taylor 
since both played in the Pop 
Warner leagues in Miami’s 
grittiest neighborhoods. They 
maintained a friendship 
through high school and into 
college, when both chose the 
University of Miami. 

Though Taylor, the 
Washington Redskins safety 
who died Tuesday after a 
shooting at his home in 
Miami, left school a year ear- 
lier than Gore, they still 
stayed in touch. The 24-year- 
olds spoke for the last time 
after Gore’s mother, Liz, died 
in mid-September. 

“At the University of 
Miami, all the boys that come 
out of there are like brothers,” 
Gore said. “It’s like losing my 
brother. ... It’s just tough on 
me, losing my mom and los- 
ing a friend who I played ball 
with, who I knew from 
younger days.” 

The news erased much of 
Gore’s good feeling from his 
performance in Arizona dur- 
ing the 49ers’ 37-31 overtime 
victory, snapping an eight- 
game losing streak. The 
NFC’s offensive player of the 
week rushed for 116 yards and 
two touchdowns, making a 
35-yard scoring run in the 
final seconds of regulation, 
and finished with a career- 
best 11 receptions for 98 
yards. 

The dynamic, multifaceted 
performance was Gore’s first 
100-yard rushing game of the 
season. He had nine such 
games last year, earning his 


first trip to the Pro Bowl, but 
has slumped this season along 


with the rest of San 
Francisco’s league-worst 
offense. 


Though Gore acknowl- 
edges he still thinks about his 
mother constantly, he doesn’t 
see her death from kidney dis- 
ease affecting his play. Coach 
Mike Nolan, who often 
speaks with Gore by phone 
after games, knows family 
tragedy is rarely that simple. 

“His mother, that was 
someone he spoke with at 
least twice a day,” said Nolan, 
whose father, Dick, died 2 1/2 
weeks ago. “I think it’s been 
on his mind a little bit, but 
more importantly, I think it’s 
just that our entire offense is 
struggling with some things 
and the ball’s not moving. I 
think that gets on his shoul- 
ders.” 

Gore set a franchise record 
with 1,695 yards rushing last 
season, but has just 655 this 
year. After missing much of 
training camp with a broken 
hand, he has played on a 
sprained ankle since a loss to 
the New York Giants last 
month, an injury that kept him 
out of one game and nearly 
sidelined him in Arizona. 

But Gore instead had his 
best game of the season just 
one week after he looked ten- 
tative and indecisive in a loss 
to the St. Louis Rams, owing 
both to his injury and a season 
of hard knocks behind the 
49ers’ inconsistent offensive 
line. Even after his outburst 
against Arizona, he’s averag- 
ing a career-low 4.1 yards per 
carry. 

Though Nolan thought 
Gore’s day was over at least 
twice after the running back 
limped off the field against 
the Cardinals, Gore repeated- 
ly returned to spark the 49ers. 
He saved his biggest effort for 
his final TD run with 1:25 left 
in regulation, bursting 
through the defense for a long 
score on a play that offensive 
coordinator Jim Hostler 
expected to go perhaps 5 
yards. 

Gore’s persistence served 
him well through two major 
knee injuries in college, and it 
kept him focused after a rook- 
ie season in which he split 
time with Kevan Barlow 
before undergoing surgery on 
both shoulders. 

That persistence kept him 
going through Liz Gore’s 
death, and he plans to use it to 
finish strong in the 49ers’ 
final five weeks even 
though he’ll probably spend 
Monday in Miami at another 
funeral. 

“He had a high-low this 
week,” Nolan said. “He had a 
good game, then he loses a 
friend. ... Frank is one of those 
guys, he does have some 
mood in him. If it’s not going 
well, he tries to hang in there, 
but it’s tough.”

No deal yet, but 
L.A. Angels intro- 
duce Hunter 


ANAHEIM (AP) — Torii 
Hunter got a news conference 
from the Los Angeles Angels 
even before he finalized his 
contract. 

Hunter was introduced 
Wednesday along with Jon 
Garland, acquired in a trade 
with the Chicago White Sox. 
Hunter, a seven-time Gold 
Glove center fielder, reached 
a preliminary agreement Nov. 
21 on a $90 million, five-year 
contract but has yet to finalize 
the deal. 

“We’re just working out 
the final details of Torii’s con- 
tract and that should be done 
relatively quickly,” new 
Angels general manager Tony 
Reagins said. “He hasn’t offi- 
cially written his name, but 
we’ve agreed to all the 
terms.” 

Hunter, who hit .297 with 
28 homers and 107 RBIs for 
Minnesota this year, agreed to 


the deal two days after 
Garland was obtained for 
Gold Glove shortstop 


Orlando Cabrera. 

Hunter acknowledged he 
always admired the Angels 
from afar — especially since 
they beat his Twins in the 
2002 AL championship series 
en route to the club’s only 
World Series title. He 
hammed it up Wednesday 
with a rally monkey given to 
him by an Angels staffer, 
keeping the stuffed animal on 
his shoulder as he answered 
questions. 

“I told myself years ago 
that if I ever become a free 
agent, Im going over here 
with the Angels,” Hunter said. 
“But at the time of my free 
agency, they had a center 
fielder already, so I kind of 
threw them on the back burn- 
er and looked at other teams 
— and then they came out of 
nowhere. 

Garland, an 18-game win- 
ner in 2005 and 2006, was 10- 
13 with a 4.23 ERA in 32 
starts this year. He joins a 
rotation that includes John 
Lackey, Kelvim Escobar and 
Jered Weaver. 

Garland will earn $12 mil- 
lion next year, then he can 
become a free agent. 
Cabrera’s salary will be $9 
million in 2008, then he will 
also be eligible for free 
agency.

Ukiah Symphony and 
Tchaikovsky usher in the 
holiday season this weekend

Winter holiday music begins this weekend with Ukiah 
Symphony’s all-Tchaikovsky concert. Presented Saturday, Dec. 
1, at 8 p.m., and Sunday, Dec. 2, at 3 p.m., the program features 
famed pianist Roy Bogas in a Ukiah favorite, Tchaikovsky’s 
“Piano Concerto No. 1.” 

The first half of the program includes the lush romantic over- 
ture “Romeo and Juliet” and the Ballet Suites from the 


“Nutcracker,” with all the familiar melodies like “Sugar Plum 
Fairy,” “Waltz of the Flowers,” and the “March of the Tin 
Soldiers.” 


After he had written his first symphony and an opera, at age 
28 Russian-born Pyotr Ilyich Tchaikovsky (1840-1893) dedi- 
cated an orchestral piece to Mily Balakirev, who, along with 
Mussorgsky, Borodin, César Cui, and Rimsky-Korsakov, was 
one of the “Mighty Five” Russian composers in the mid-1800s. 
[ref. Wikiup] 

Balakirev was intrigued by Tchaikovsky’s musical ideas and 
suggested he create a work based on Shakespeare’s play, 
“Romeo and Juliet.” After Tchaikovsky wrote the music, and 
then rewrote with Balakirev critiquing, “Romeo and Juliet” 
overture saw its first performance in 1871. Critics complained 
about the piece, but all agreed the “love theme” was memo- 
rable. The final version, with a more musically satisfying end- 
ing, was completed in 1880. 

Initial unfavorable reception of his First Piano Concerto, 
completed in December 1874, included comments such as 
“impossible to play, with many awkward passages” and “the 
composition was vulgar” and “[the composer] had stolen bits 
from here, there, and everywhere.” 

Tchaikovsky did eventually make alterations, particularly to 
the piano part. A year later when the “impossible” work was 
performed at a concert of the Russian Musical Society in 
Moscow, the concerto was proclaimed an instant success. 

Tchaikovsky died at age 53, and it was only in the last ten 
years of his life that his music became praised by critics and 
public alike.

The Holiday Trolley is a 
free-to-the-public, special bus 
route taking holiday shoppers 
to destinations throughout 
town every day from 
Thanksgiving through 
Christmas. The trolley is 
sponsored by the Greater 
Ukiah Chamber of 
Commerce, the Ukiah Main 
Street Program, numerous 
local businesses and MTA, 
and it’s something Mitchell 
believes in. 

“T still believe in what I 
give to the community,” she 
explained Wednesday. “Even 
though I get paid, it’s like a 
gift that you are giving them 
to have holiday spirit. It’s a 
wonderful outreach to the 
community to service all 
facets of people for their 
transportation needs.” 

For Mitchell, reaching out 
to the community is a belief 
she’s held onto most of her 
life. She said she first got 
started transporting people 
when she was driving her 
children and friends to her 
church’s youth group. With 
Mitchell already driving her 
children around the area and 
her mom using the MTA 
buses regularly it only made 
sense for her to fuse her 
interests together, she said. 

Mitchell started with MTA 
in 1994 and within two years 
the Holiday Trolley program 
began and she said she hasn’t 
looked back since. 

“Tt really has been an 
excellent job,” she said with 
a smile. “It’s been a pleasure 
to drive all the different cars, 
and the riders are always 
friendly. You’re hardly ever 
lonely because you’ve always 
got passengers and people.” 

“Tt certainly makes me 
look forward to the holidays 
because it’s a really 
rewarding experience. The 
merchants of Ukiah have 
been so committed to the 
trolley and its Christmas 
spirit that it makes me feel 
wonderful I’m able to do 
that.” 

The first shoppers hopped 
aboard the Holiday Trolley in 
1996. When the program first 
began, MTA used a rented 
trolley, but even from that 
first ride, Mitchell said she 
knew she was an integral part 
of something special. 

“What I really like is that 
the first year I ever did the 
trolley they let me wear 
Christmas clothes, and now 
I’ve got a whole Christmas 
wardrobe,” Mitchell said as 
her eyes widened with 
excitement. “Now I’ve been 
adding new clothes at the 
Christmas sales. ve even 
had employees at work give 
me Christmas socks. I’ve got 
a whole bunch of Christmas 
socks now.” 

But her wardrobe isn’t the 
only thing that has changed 
for Mitchell. She said driving 
the Holiday Trolley makes 
her look forward to the 
holidays more than ever -- 
something that can be said 
for some of her regular 


passengers as well. 

Mitchell said that 
beginning around August or 
September she’ ll start to 
receive warm greetings from 
children and families she 
doesn’t even know. She said 
typically children are the first 
to recognize her as they 
usually greet her with a warm 
hug and an enthusiastic 
smile. 

“I always try to make sure 
I ask the kids if they are 
riding again this year. They 
get excited and say, ‘Yes,”” 
she explained. “I like seeing 
the kids grow up. It’s very 
interesting. You get to see 
them become older. I think I 
really enjoy them growing 
up, and when they get old 
enough to have their own 
kids. It’s all very interesting. 
Now they’re in their early- 
20s and they’re going to 
bring their child to ride as 
well.” 

The children aren’t the 
only ones who have left a 
lasting impression on 
Mitchell. Recalling some of 
her favorite memories during 
her 11 years with the Holiday 
Trolley, she spoke about 
some time she recently 
shared with Santa Claus. 

Toward the end of her 
route on Thursday nights, she 
said she has been picking up 
Santa Claus at the Alex R. 
Thomas Plaza so that he can 
hop on the trolley and give 
away candy to all the nearby 
children. Within the short 
time the trolley has been 
running this year, Mitchell 
has seen Santa’s candy 
giveaways grow in popularity 
so much that she has to make 
two trips around the block 
just to give each child a fair 
chance. 

But with a sweet-tooth like 
Mitchell’s, getting candy 
canes from Santa is the 
perfect holiday treat. 

“My thing is on Thursdays 
that I don’t have to eat any 
dinner,” she joked. “Candy 
canes are my best food 
during the holidays.” 

In her 11 years driving the 
trolley Mitchell has always 
driven on Christmas Eve, and 
she said she plans to keep the 
tradition going. 

“T’m working for at least 
another 10 years.” 

The Holiday Trolley hours 
are 3 to 5 p.m. Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Friday. On Thursdays, the 
trolley runs from 3 until 7:45 
p.m., and from noon until 
5:45 p.m. on Saturdays and 
Sundays the trolley is in 
action, as well. There is no 
service Christmas Day.

Hamburg is the daughter of 
former California 
Congressman Dan Hamburg 
and lives in a house on her 
father’s Boonville Road prop- 
erty. 

Dan Hamburg, who was 
there at the time the search 
warrant was served, said sher- 
iff’s deputies were on the 
property on an unrelated mat- 
ter when they saw Laura 
Hamburg’s marijuana garden 
and told her it was out of com- 
pliance. 

“She was surprised,” Dan 
Hamburg said. 

Laura Hamburg was grow- 
ing marijuana for three people 
with valid medical marijuana 
recommendations, Dan 
Hamburg said. 

When sheriff’s deputies left 
the property to get a search 
warrant, Laura Hamburg con- 
tacted Faulder for legal 
advice. 

Faulder, who is now repre- 
senting Laura Hamburg, said 
he counted 39 plants in the 
garden but said he did not 
know how much marijuana 
may have been seized from 
within the house because he 
has not seen a police report or 
a copy of the affidavit filed for 
the search warrant or the war- 
rant itself. 

“The evidence will show 
that she (Laura Hamburg) had 
recommendations for all of 
the marijuana growing on 
scene,” Faulder said. 

According to an ordinance 
passed by the Mendocino 
County Board of Supervisors 
this summer, a medical mari-

allowed to have 25 plants and 
two pounds of processed mar- 
ijuana. 

Laura Hamburg was not 
arrested at scene, but Faulder 
said she received a letter from 
the District Attorney’s Office 
Nov. 7 informing her that she 
was being charged. 

Dan Hamburg said he 
hoped the focus would not be 
on his daughter’s case and 
instead on California’s con- 
fusing medical marijuana 
laws. 

“I hope what will become 
the focus is on the confusion 
about local, state and federal 
laws and how they don’t help 
anyone,” Dan Hamburg said.
